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THE THIRD ANNUAL MEETING 


Of the Protestant Episcopal Society for the Promotion of Christianity 
among the Jews, was held in St. Luke’s Church, Philadelphia, on Thurs- 
day Evening, January 31, 1861; Bishop Porrer, presiding. 

Evening Service was read by the Rev. Mr. Cracrart, Rector of the 
Church of the Epiphany, 

At the end of the Second Lesson, the Rev. Missionary of the Society 
presented as candidates for Holy Baptism, a father and six children, who 
were baptized by the Rev, Dr. Howe, Rector of St. Luke’s Church, The 
Annual Report was read by the Secretary at the conclusion of the service. 
The Anniversary Sermon was then preached by the Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, Rey. Dr. Newvon, from the text, Jer. xxxiii, 6-9. A collection was 
made in behalf of the Society, and then the congregation was dismissed by 
the Bishop with the benediction, 

Immediately after the dismission, the Society organized in the Vestry 
Room of St. Luke’s Church. Present: Bishop Porrer, Rev. Drs, Newron 
and Hows, Rev. Messrs. Cracrarr, Cuase, Narr, Lounspery, Hane and 
Marry, and Messrs. Bonp and Otmsteap. ‘The Secretary read the min- 
utes of the previous meeting, and also of two former meetings, all of 
which were approved. 

Rey. Mr. Lounsbery moved that the officers of the past year be con- 
tinued through the next year. 

Mr. Bony moved that the meeting adjourn to meet on Monday, Febru- 
ary 4, 1861, at the Episcopal Rooms, at 1} o’clock, P.M. Adjourned, 


Monday, February 4, 1861, The adjourned Annual Meeting of the 
Society met at the Episcopal Rooms. Present: Rev. Drs, Srzvens and 
Newron, Messrs. Narr, Case, Cox and the Secretary, Messrs. OLusTeap 
and Bono. Rey. Mr. Narr in the chair, opened the meeting with prayer. 

The Rev, Mr. Ciase offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society be presented to the Rey. Dr. 
Newron for his interesting and instructive Sermon, preached before the 
Society, on Thursday evening, January 31, 1861, 

It was moved and seconded that the Constitution be so amended as to 
change the words in Art. III, “The officers shall be a President, Vice 
Presidents, six Managers,” to “The officers shall be a President, Vice 
Presidents and ¢welve Managers.” 

Dr. Newron moved that a committee be appointed to prepare a list of 
Managers to be reported at the next meeting. 

The Secretary read the annual report of the Rev. Mr. Newman, the 
Missionary of the Society. 

The Secretary’s Report with that of the ‘Treasurer were ordered to be 
printed, and 500 copies ordered. 

Mr. Bonp moved that $50 be appropriated to the use of the Missionary 
in addition to his salary for the past year. 

Rey. Dr. Newron moved that the Seeretary be requested to ask the 
Bishops of the Diocese,if the same meets with their approbation, to recom- 
mend the consideration of the Society to the faithful during Passion Week. 

There being no further business the Society adjourned.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tue Society, entering upon the fourth year of its 
existence, does so under encouraging circumstances. 
We bow ourselves humbly in spirit before the God of 
our fathers, and give thanks to Him for His mercies, 
and for the blessings vouchsafed to this Society during 
the past year, encouraging us to persevere in our object. 

The Church in the Diocese is well-disposed towards 
the Society, having answered well to the appeal of the 
Head of the Church in the Diocese, to support and 
succor. The Clergy in the city are, with few excep- 
tions, personally interested in its welfare and continu- 
ance. The Bishops of the Diocese have officially recom- 
mended it to the notice of the faithful under their 
charge. The Society at present is free from all debt, 
and with a surplus in the treasury; with a missionary 
faithful and active in his efforts to do his duty; with 
fruits of the work ripe for the plucking, and giving forth 
even now, perfume of holiness and faith, delicious to the 
spiritual sense of the Child of God. ‘These are the en- 
couragements at present urging on the Society, and for 
which we give thanks to the great I AM. 

The efforts and work of the Society, though confined 
to the limits of the city, are assisted by offerings and 
contributions from this and other Dioceses, as will be 
perceived by referring to the detailed report of the Trea- 
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surer. The work, though small in beginning, follows in 
this the analogy of nature, and we await faithfully the 
opening of the channel when the fountain may become a 
stream—the stream, a river. Unable to cope in size 
and extent of operation with the great London Society, 
yet this Society feels that it has a zeal and faith in the 
work equal to that which in the London Society have 
extended its work and fruitfulness, by renewed and ever 
renewing interest in its success.

The financial condition of the Society is thus per- 
ceived to be better than ever heretofore, and we are not 
wrong in hoping and feeling that the next year will be 
even better than this present one. 

The Missionary, in his quarterly reports to the Mana- 
gers, gives a detailed account of his work among the 
Israelites, an epitome of which is annexed. 

The encouragement the Missionary has in his work, 
is the willingness of those to whom he is sent to con- 
verse with him on the subject of Christianity, visiting 
him frequently for that purpose. He is accustomed, 
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also, to visit, and by conversation, endeavor to arouse a 
spirit of inquiry and trust. The arguments advanced 
against him are often ingenious, and often tax the pro- 
foundest acquaintance with Biblical knowledge and 
Jewish history. The doctrine of the Trinity, and the 
divinity of Jesus Christ are the most attacked, and the 
questions most frequently demanded of him to explain. 

In the visits among the Jews, the Missionary is accus- 
tomed to distribute Bibles, Testaments, Prayer Books 
and Tracts, and whenever he has the opportunity, he 
preaches the riches of the New Covenant to them. He 
states in one report “that the hand of the Lord is draw- 
ing Israel nearer to himself, and teaching them by His 
Spirit to call Jesus, Lord, by moving many Jewish 
families to send their children to Christian Sunday- 
schools, where they read and learn of the love of God 
in sending His Son to be the Saviour of a lost world.” 
“Many Jewish children are heard to speak of Jesus as 
the Lord Jesus.” 

The converts are also increasing in number, and they 
are now quite numerous in this country. In Baltimore, 
New York, Toronto and this city, the Lord has added 
many to the Church. There are in this country at pre- 
sent twenty-eight Christian ministers who are Jewish 
by birth, and several hundred converts in every station 
of life. 

In his annual Report, the Missionary states that 
during the year he has employed about 1100 hours in 
visiting, paid about 700 visits, and received 250. These 
latter afford the best opportunity for conversation. 

Two of those who have called upon him have made a 
public profession of the Lord Jesus; one was under the 
eye of the Presbyterian Missionary to the Jews, but 
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was carefully instructed by our Missionary in the Creed, 
the Articles, the Baptismal Service and the Catechism. 
He was baptized last February. The other one was 
baptized last November. 

It must not be supposed that the Missionary has no 
discouragements. The higher classes of the Jews can 
be rarely reached by the Gospel. They seldom read a 
book on religious subjects, and still more rarely enter a 
Christian church. 

In England, the wealthy Christians seek conversa- 
tions with their wealthy Jewish friends, and thus do 
them good. In this country, they who have access to 
the wealthy Jew, seldom, if ever, speak of the Saviour 
of the world. Let this be remembered by those who 
can drop a word in season upon the hearts of the men 
who worship the same God, and yet know not the Son 
of God. Another discouragement is emigration. It is 
impossible to keep the converts together. Inquirers 
oftentimes, when nearly through the work, are called 
away by circumstances beyond their control. This 
gives a fruitless appearance to the Missionary work. 

Let not that other great discouragement to the work 
be seen or felt by the Missionary, to wit: the want of 
faith in the object to which he is devoted, as manifested 
by those calling themselves Christians, and enjoying 
and appreciating the spiritual delights of the Church of 
Christ. Let faith and good will in his work and toward 
his work, keep alive the Missionary’s zeal, and let us 
await the springtime, when God himself will vouchsafe 
that the tree which we have planted shall blossom and 
increase. 

We thus perceive that the work of such a Mission as 

ours is, is difficult, and somewhat discouraging. Inter- 
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course with the Israelites is interrupted by prejudices 
which have marked the disposition of the race for centu- 
ries, and the difficulties are increased, not diminished, 
by the well known inconsistencies of Christians. 

However well-disposed the Jew might be to consider 
the claim of Jesus to be the Messiah, the conduct of the 
professed followers of Christ only tends to dampen his 
ardor and shake his inclination. In the course of his 
mental struggle he would compare the conduct of his 
own people with that of Christians, very much to the dis- 
advantage of the latter, for where more spirituality is 
claimed, the sterner will be judgment of the conduct. 

It is impossible in a short period of time to batter 
down prejudices and hatred which have been the growth 
of centuries. The Jew has been the scorn and mark of 
hissing in Christendom for over 1500 years; the very 
lowest trades have been forced upon them, and the most 
degraded conditions of life made sources to them of in- 
come and livelihood, until their natural hatred for the 
Gentile has been built up in their national existence, 
and set in and cemented in the monument of their life 
and sorrows, as a stone, inscribed to the memory of the 
scorn and insults received from the Christians. 

As our Mission is at present confined to the city, a 
short account of the number, occupation and spiritual 
condition of the Jewish population would probably inte- 
rest and instruct. For the information, I am indebted 
to the Missionary in the employ of the Society. 

The number of Jews in the city of Philadelphia will 
number between 12,000 and 13,000 souls. With the 
exception of smithcraft, they are occupied in all branches 
of trades and professions. The clothing business and 
peddling are, however, the chief sources of their income. 

1* 
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It is only within the last century that respectable, or 
such as one termed respectable, employments have been 
opened to the Israelites. Trodden under foot of the 
nations, the Jew was compelled to take up with any- 
thing that would support him, and we should not now 
visit upon him the contempt for the station of life which 
our scorn compelled him to occupy. 

In the middle ages it was impossible for a Hebrew 
to live in the wealthier portion of the European cities, 
or to follow trades except those of a degrading cha- 
racter. Naturally thrifty, the Hebrews became the 
bankers of Europe, and when the bands were removed 
from public opinion which held the unhappy people 
down, they began to be what they are now, the most 
prosperous commercial and mercantile people in the 
lands which they inhabited. In this city, some of our 
most prosperous merchants are Jews. With the excep- 
tion of the pawnbroker, and the native wealthy Jews, 
the Missionary has access to all classes. The places of 
worship called Synagogues, number six, beside several 
smaller chapels. Three use the Liturgy of the Polish 
and German Synagogue; two the Liturgy of the Portu- 
gese and Spanish Synagogue, and one the so-called Re- 
formed, termed by those who frequent it, “The Temple,” 
use a Liturgy compiled by themselves. The Reformed, 
with their Liturgy, are stigmatized by the Orthodox as 
worse than Infidels, The difference between the Polish 
and Portugese Liturgies is considerable. The Portugese 
claims to have been used before the destruction of the 
Temple of Solomon by Nebuchadnezzar; the Polish, to 
have been prepared by Ezra and the Great Synagogue, 
upon the return from the memorable captivity in Baby- 
lon. From this Liturgy, Jesus compiled that lovely 
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form of prayer beginning “ Our Father, who art in Hea- 
ven.” There is a sacredness thrown around this latter 
Liturgy from its having been used by our beloved Mas- 
ter, that causes us to appreciate the love the Jew has 
for it, and to sympathize with the contrition and repen- 
tence it teaches him to utter before Jehovah for the sins 
of his own soul and of his people. 

The six Synagogues, with the Chapels, probably accom- 
modate 4000 worshippers, and all except the Reformed 
profess to follow the Talmudical or Rabbinical rule. 

In spiritual condition and habits, with few exceptions, 
the professed adherents of the Orthodox Synagogues do 
not differ from the Reformed. They are all lamentably 
indifferent, caring more for the form than for the spirit. 
Many of the thinking Jews say, that ere sixty years, all 
the Synagogues will be changed into Christian temples. 
The seventh day of the week is treated as a week day, 
and many of the Jews are to be seen in their business 
establishments before and after the Synagogue service. 
The first day of the week, as far as there is opportunity 
of observing, is outwardly observed as a day of rest. 

The spiritual condition of the Israelite cannot but be 
impaired in its freshness and vigor by the circumstances 
about him. Living among people whose habits, inclina- 
tions and religion are in antagonism to their own, the 
Jews cannot avoid encroachments upon their religious 
purity and ceremonial observances. Only kept alive by 
a strict attention to the minute details of the law, the 
spirituality of the tribes must fade into a mere shadow 
of religion, from the impossibility of performing the 
required ceremonies of the creed. The bustle and ac- 
tivity of the seventh day must have an effect upon the 
natural love of gain implanted in the heart of the Jew, 
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as well as of Gentile, and the quiet and serenity of the 
first day must of necessity demand a respect for the 
religious customs of the people among whom they 
sojourn. The neglect and restlessness, the natural 
result of living without being persecuted, which would 
inflame them to preserve their national customs, and of 
living among those who no longer drive them from com- 
panionship, friendship and intercourse, all of which tend 
to remove from the Jewish mind the traditions of the 
Christian era, will attract them from their strict adhe- 
rence to their religion. We must watch now, that ceas- 
ing to he Jews, they become Christians. As Christians 
we must be in advance of the evils that beset these our 
brethren, and by every means must strive to preach 
Christ to them. This can be done by supporting a Mis- 
sion expressly for the purpose, and with an eye single 
to the object in view. I shall conclude this Report by 
stating what appears to be the means of doing this work 
the most effectually. 

I. By keeping a Missionary in the field who is fully 
acquainted with the habits and wants of the Jews, with 
the Scriptures, especially the Old Covenant in the 
original tongue, and with the Rabinnical writings which 
are held by the Hebrew in so much veneration. 

There are always Jews who are inquiring as to the 
claims of Jesus to be the Christ. The prosperity of 
Christendom, in spite of the opposition to Christianity 
and the neglect of Christian principles, is a marvellous 
argument of the truth of the doctrine preached first by 
the Prophet of Galilee. The Jews, of all people, can 
best appreciate this fact. They see, also, an organization 
which, if it has not all the dignity and ceremony of the 
Temple, has yet many things to resemble “ the ordained 
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of God national service,” and they see a united and 
ordained body of men, who, if not of one family accord- 
ing to the flesh, are in their preaching and living, of one 
family according to the spirit, and they see these men, 
if not saerificers, yet expounders of the truth of God, 
and consecrators of the memorial of a great sacrifice 
once offered for all men. 

They do not see these men casting from them the 
oracles of God as contained in Moses and the Prophets, 
but hugging them to their bosoms as precious manna in 
this spiritual desert, and finding in them passage after 
passage, glorious in beauty and redolent with perfume, 
feeding the soul with spiritual strength to follow the 
Law of God, and the footsteps of the Son of God. For 
these inquirers who see these things, we must have a 
man who can answer objections, and who can plead and 
exhort the children of Israel to go forward and follow a 
prophet like unto Moses. 

II. This Missionary must be supported and strength- 
ened by his Christian brethren. Let him feel that his 
hands are not tied by financial and other troubles, but 
that he can. give completely and entirely himself to the 
work. Let those to whom he is sent see that he is set 
apart positively and completely for the work in which 
he is engaged. Let them understand that the conver- 
sion of the people of Israel is so dear to those who call 
themselves by the name of Christians, that they are 
willing to set apart from among them one to do the work 
of an Evangelist, and cheerfully find for him that sup- 
port and encouragement which will both cheer him on in 
his duty, and assure those to whom he is sent of Chris- 
tian sympathy and sincerity. 

III. Give the Missionary, over and above his salary, 
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funds, so that he may distribute largely, Bibles, Testa- 
ments, Prayer Books and Tracts among those who are 
at the threshhold of the new Temple. Let them who 
are yet outside of the New Covenant understand for 
themselves, from our own books, the principles of our 
faith, and the reason for the hope that is in us, and not 
be yet deceived by the mistaken notions which centuries 
have ripened in their bosoms, and which are yet taught 
them by those who do not wish them to know better. 
TV. Let each one who can do so, give to the Mission- 
ary a little amount for his poor-purse. It is by these 
little drippings of charity, that the full flow of light 
oftentimes finds a channel opened in the heart, through 
which to flow in upon the spirit. The London Society 
recognizes the efficiency, yea more, the necessity of relief 
being given to the converts. Let us not be backward 
in aiding those whom we wish to make converts. We 
give to Gentiles though they be Christian neither by 
name or profession. Why should we not give to the Jew, 
who does worship the same God, and can be touched by 
the sympathies of those who are willing to minister 
to his necessities. Scattered through the city, living in 
wretched hovels, starving, and unable, from their national 
peculiarities and habits, to receive or ask from the Chris- 
tian the assistance and food they need, the Jewish poor 
cry for aid from those who can be touched by the keen- 
ness of their poverty. Our Missionary can understand 
and search into their needs, and can relieve, without 
arousing their prejudices, their necessities. The aid 
coming from Christians will find the Jew prepared by 
his gratitude to listen to the claims of a religion which 
passeth not by the wounded and beaten sufferer, but 
succors and relieves. Touch the heart of the despond- 
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ing and sorrowing stranger who is our neighbor, by the 
charity which “endureth all things” and “thinketh no 
evil.” 

V. Lastly—Let each one of us Christians be a living 
example of the principles we seek to teach, and by 
which we strive to live. This will be a better induce- 
ment and stronger argument to the Israelites than rivers 
of words and mountains of arguments. ‘To preach the 
doctrines of Christ and to live by the principles of the 
world, will keep the Jews always suspicious and inimical; 
to hold up the cross as the object of glory, without 
placing Christ upon it in our affections and devotion, is 
but to bring from the Jew the charge of idolatry. We 
must be living Christians—proving it by a close 
religious life, in accordance with the principles we 
advocate, and proving it in our treatment of the peo- 
ple whom God has cut off from the tree of His love, 
and shaken from the boughs of the vine which He 
so long nurtured and protected. Pity these people. 
Pray for them. Love them. Send the Word of God 
to them—preach Christ to them, and though there may 
not be one fruit upon the tree which we have planted, 
yet let the Church of God wait upon it, as the Church’s 
Master did for the barren fig tree, another year, and let 
it be pruned and digged around and nurtured, and see 
what the next spring-time will do. The Temple is in 
ruins, Jerusalem is a desolation, Palestine is robed in 
unfruitfulness and mourning, but the people of God, 
though scattered, are yet living, and are awaiting the 
dawn of the day that shall see them again in the land 
of their fathers. While they are with us, beating their 
breasts in contrition for their sins, and weeping for the 
trangressions which have brought down upon them exile 
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and misery, and are eating the bitter herbs spread upon 
the Passover bread in recognition of Egypt and Captivity : 
let us, Christians, hold out to them the hand of sym- 
pathy, and obey the request of our beloved Master 
which, addressed to His Father, should move each one 
of us in heart and deed, “forgive them, they knew not 
what they did.” Let us strive to bear comfort to them 
in their weeping, and by our lives, our sympathies, our 
love, our desire to do good to them, prove to them the 
living truth of a Messias come, who has subdued the 
heathen, and marked out the Gentiles for His kingdom, 
and arouse them, as the children of Jacob, to a lively 
faith, and enkindle within them a holy zeal to emulate 
in devotion the nations who once knew not God, and 
who now with them shall glorify Him for ever. 

Let us present our work to God in faith, though we 
see no fruits, and laying it upon the altar of our hearts, 
offer it in our prayers to Jehovah, and in a meek spirit 
say to Him: For Thy sake, and for Thy people’s sake we 
have done this, O Lord.
